Says Move Would Aid McGill

"McGill has much to gain from and much to add to the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students", according to Gabriel Gagnon, NFCUS national president. 

j Gagnon said }h\t during an exclusive interview at McGill last week. He. was in Montreal for m 
three day visit to the campus during which time he addressed the SEC and last Friday's informal 
meeting of the Students' Society. ' 

The National Federation of Canadian University Students is a nation-wide body representing the 
students of twenty-three Canadian Universities. McGill, University of Manitoba and University of Mont- 
real are the only major Universities in Canada notofficially affiliated with N.F.C.U.S. 

McGill withdrew from N.F.C.U.Si 
in 1D55 after a vote of the Students' 
Society. "At the time the students 
did not feel that NFCUS was doing 
anything to justify the annual fee 
^ _ - J^i-- of .60 cents which every student

Many Changes In 
NFCUS Framework 

Since that time much has been 
done within the framework of the 
nationai body in order to win back 
the support of the numbers of 
major univiersitles which had fol- 
lowed McGiU's example and had 
dropped out. At tho last NFCUS 
national conference, which was 
held at Sir George Williams Col- 
lege last fall, many of the demands 
of these disassociated schools .were 
Incorporated within the scope of 
the federation. 

- As a result of this last conference 
NFCUS so modified its policies 
that the University of Toronto and 
UBC have rejoined. "Tho feeling 
about rejoining is also very strong 
at many of the other non-member 
Canadian universities" according to 
the National president. _ 

External Affairs Dapt 
Controls NFCUS 

Here at McGill the problem of 
NFCUS comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the External Affairs De- 



partment of the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council. Balph Ordowcr, 
chairman of the department, at- 
tended the Sir George Conference 
as an observer. He stated in an 
interview that, in his .opinion, 
"NFCUS has, been adequotelj 
altered (since 1955) as to merit 
McGiU's reentry". Ordower.went 
on to add that he felt that "allingn- 
in g oneself with a national organ- 
ization was an important "thing". 

However, he' continued, theso 
were his personal views on tha 
subject and they did not represent 
any official stand of the SEC. "Wo 
will have to wait until the election 
of tho new Council", Ordowcr con- 
cluded. Tho election of the new 
SEC members will take place next 
week. 

Finance Problem Hit ) 
Been Readjusted 

As for the matter of finances, 
which were the major factor , in 
McGiU's decision to leave NFCUS, 
they have been readjusted so aa 
to make it easier for the few larger 
universities to meet the annual fee 
bill. This has been done by putting 
the fees on a sliding scale. In- this 
way the larger universities such a* 
McGill, UBC and Toronto will pay 
considerably less per capita than

HUNGARIAN PREMIER 
EXPLAINS NAGY EXILE 



Budapest, Nov. 26 — (UP) — 
Russian - backed Hungarian Pre- 
mier Janos Kadar said tonight that 
former premier Imre Nagy ,was 
exiled because he allowed the 
murder of "scores of Communists". 
Ho said Nagy would have to stay 
out of the country for some time. 
Kadar said the former premier 
might be killed by. "provocateurs" 
ft he returned to Hungary, and the 
crime would be attributed to the 
government. But he gave no posi- 
tiva of Nagy's present where- 
abouts. 

Radar's statements were the first 
official explanation of Nagy's dis- 
appearance, alnca tha government 



announced he had gone to Borna- 
nia at "his own request." Kadar 
made the explanation in a 30 
minute broadcast over Badio Bu- 
dapest in reply to demands from 
Hungary's strike leaders for a face- 
to-face meeting with Nagy to sea 
for themselves whether he really 
is a free man as the Communists 
claim.

Industry Turns To 
Liberal Artsmen 

ROCHESTER, N. Y. — . (UP) — 
Industry, faced with on increasing 
shortage of engineering and 
science graduates, is turning more 
and more to liberal arts students, 
reports Ward L. Taylor, of. the 
University of Rochester. 

Taylor, placement officer, said 
the number of firms engaging lib- 
eral arts graduates is still far 
below the normal demand for 
engineers and scientists. • 

"But," he added, "the under- 
supply of new technical personnel 
is compelling industry to the real- 
ization that liberal arts graduates 
can be employed effectively In 
many manufacturing processes if 
adequate orientation tind on-the- 
job training is provided." 

Taylor believes the ever-advanc 
ing demand for college-trained 
personnel that began in 1951 will 
continue for at least another year 
and perhaps for an indefinite 
period. 

He said the UR placement of- 
fice already has received an "over- 
whelming" number of requests for 
campus recruiting visits from 
business firms and government 
agencies. 

"And we've had to turn many 
away because the engineering re- 
cruiting schedule for 1950-57 is 
filled," Taylor added. 

Figures compiled by the UR 
placement offices show that mem- 
bers of the 1950 graduating class 
wero sought by more employers 
and received more offers with 
higher starting salaries than those 
of any preceding year. 

"An interesting point," Taylor 
revealed, "is that employers were 
not as concerned as they were 
year ago about every applicant's 
military status."

Intellectual Image 

Dr. Brecher is an example of 
what one writer called the new 
image people have of the Intel- 
lectual: a man preoccupied rather 
than absent-minded. 

This quality of intense interest 
in politics — a field which can be 
defined to Include most important 
things that happen in the world 
today — coupled with an easy- 
going manner characterize Dr. 
Brechcr's conversation. He is a 
tallish man and comparatively 
young; he graduate from McGill 
with a BA only ten years ago. 

From Dr. Brecher we learned 
that he had done his post-graduate 
work at Yale, obtaining an MA in 
•48 and a PhD in '53. "Before 
handing in my doctoral thesis I 
spent two years in Israel," he ex- 
plained. "I had become tired of 
constantly going to "schpol. Part 
of the time was spent on a kib- 
butz (collective settlement), Mayon 
Baruch, which was 300 yards from 
the Syrian border. I was rather 
good as a carpenter." 

He commented on the vitality of 
the new state, the dynamic way 
the arts were flourishing;' poets 
and musicians were turning out 
good work. "In Jerusalem there was 
a group of such people, men with 
whom I could spend hours discus 
sing intellectual interests. It is as 
much as you could wish for in 
any city; and, considering that the 
city doesn't have a large popula- 
tion, it was encouraging." 

Ha had also spant soma time In 
India, working on the doctoral 
thesis which was later published 
under the title "The Kashmir Im- 
passe". Whan, after three years 
of teaching at McGill, ha got a 
Nuffield Fellowship, enabling him 
to travel wharavar ha wished to 
do research, Dr. Brecher chose to 
go back and make a study of Nahru. 
"Nehru is the articulate spokes- 
man for what I consider Is one of 
the most significant phenomena of 
our time," Dr. Brecher told us. 
"He symbolizes the attempts of 
ancient societies to catch up with 
the twentieth century." 

Interviewed Officials 
Before going to India, however, 
he and his wifo"spent six months 
in England, where he interviewed 
senior British officials and others, 
including AtUcc, who could shed 
light on what had happened in 
India. "They were mo$t co opéra' 
live," he told us, "As far as inform' 
ation and documents go, England 
has about as complete a supply 
of what I needed as any country." 

And London was pleasant to live 
in. "Theatre, music, , public lectu 
res, are all of high calibre. The 
ballet if anything is even better 
than that in Nwe York. Another 
nice thing was the availibllity of 
continental groups, who come over 
to play in London." 

Nehru Adulated 
Then came India, and Nehru 
in person. "Aside from some talks 
with him, he invited me to come 
with his entourage when he went 
on a three-day trip, to Hyderabab 
and elsewhere. It would be unfair 
to make a thumb-nail assessment 



commands, Is a unique experience 
to a westerner. He would leave 
the train and speak to. an assem* * 
bled crowd, using nothing In the 
nature of a body-guard. He doei 
have some political enemies, sur- . 
prisingly few for a man in hi« 
position. But while some disagree 
with him, he is admired by almost 
everyone." 




Dr. MICHAEL BRECHER 

India has progressed under his . 
leadership. "Compared to the first 
time I was there, the people exhib- 
ited a new esprit; they, felt they 
had broken through, overcome 
some of the most pressing pro. , 
blems. But evtn now the . caste 
system Is not thoroughly done away 
with. Politicians take It Into ac ] 
count, and are careful to put up 
for election men of the same caste 
as the majority In the constituency; 
they know that otherwise the can* 
didate wouldn't be elected." 

Dr. Brecher also spoke of another 
side of Indian life, the diplomatic 
circle. "From October to April, the 
social season there, there are a 
large number of cocktail parties, 
banquets. Sometimes there is a 
cocktail party about every day. The 
same people always arc invited to ' 
the parties, so it can get very dull. 
The whole thing is mainly a throw- - 
back to earlier days, when all the 
diplomats were aristocrats." 

Such modernity and sophistica- 
tion on the part of a large group 
of educated Indians and Europeans 
makes New Delhi, with its Wash- 
ington-like buildings, an artificial 
island in greater India. "Unfor- 
tunately, the Europeans tend to 
remain in their own cliques," Dr. 
Brecher commented. 

Dr. Brecher hod tried to avoid 
doing this, he had mingled with 
the Indian population as much as 
possible. For his work alone he had 
interviewed about 250 Indians. 

Now, back In Montreal with his 
wife and two daughters, 
cher Is occupied with teaching and 
writing the book on Nehru. After 
his considerable travels, he finds 
It pleasant to be In one place for 
awhile.

The WUS Committee nt . the 
University of British Columbia has 
voted $1,280 towards the Program- 
me of Action to be used to pur- 
chase equipment and supplies for 
the Surbaya Hostel in Indonesia. 
The project is part of 'he national 
effort of WUS in Indonesia to 
provide student lodging in the 
main university centres. Already 
hostels built , to provide accomo- 
dation for 200-300 students have 
been opened in Djogjakarta, and 
a new one is shortly to he opened 
in Jakarta. 

In Surbaya, WUS, in association 
with the Student's Council, will 
open 0 housing units this year; 
each unit will provide accomoda- 
tion for 12 students, and will be 
run on a co-operative basis by 
the students themselves. The ma- 
jor cost of . these units will be 
borne by Indonesian students and 
the total WUS contribution, which 
has been assured by UBC, will 
amount to $1,280 only. 



Over 7000 Enrolle d At NlcGiil 



The number of students at Mc- 
GUI is continuing to Increase at 
* rapid pace. According to an in- 
complete tabulation released by 
the Registrar's office, 7,300 stu- 
dents will carry on their studies 
at McGill in 1950-57. 

This figure is an increase of 
400 over last year's registration of 
6,018. 

The largest rise is in. the Faculty 
of Engineering, -in which enroll- 
ment is greater by 134 than last 
year's registration of 1,583. 

The number of coeds studying 
for a 13. A. degree has increased 
signifjcantly, while the number of 
men has decreased. 

Registration in first year Law 
has gone up by more than one- 
third to ninety-one. Also, enroll- 
ment in Science has shown a rise. 

The School of Commerce has 
shown the most substantial drop. 
Only 383 are enrolled as compared 
to last year's 420. Decreases have 
also occured In Architecture, Phy- 
sical Education, Physical and Oc- 
cupational Therapy. 

The total registration in Med- 
icine, Dentistry, Divinity, and So- 
cial Work has remained fairly 
constant Slight increases were 
shown in Nursing, Library, and in 



registration of students at Mac- 
donald College. 

Although- partial students are 
fewer by nine, 287 more students 
are studying for degrees. 

The increase this year in student 
enrollment seems to be due to the 



rising population of Montreal or 
general popularity of McGill, but 
the full, impact will come in an 
other four or five years, when 
there is likely to be an' avalance 
of thousands more asking for ad- 
mission. 



$750 has already been received 
from UBC for national administra- 
tion, on a basis of 10c per student. 
The WUS Committee at UBC de- 
rives its income from a levy of 
$1 per student; the proceeds from 
this levy are used to provide five 



exchange scholarships annually 
and to' support the total WUS 
programme. This year UBC has 
received WUS scholars from Ni- 
geria, South Africa, Germany, and 
Malaya, and, in turn, five UBC J 
students are on scholarships. 



American Math Expert

This week, the McGill Mathe- 
matical Society Is fortunate in 
having as invited guest lecturer 
one of the foremost mathemati- 
cians in North America : Professor 
John Todd, of the Washington 
Bureau of Standards. Professor

Professor Todd was born in 
England and received his education 
at Cambridge University. He is 
an outstanding - algebraist and a 
top man in .the computation field.
